• STATE HOUSE, Boston, Jan. 8.— 
Further benefits for workmen injured 
In tWe course of their employment un- 
der the provisions of the Workmen's 
Compensation Act, ure recommended 
In the report sent to the legislature 
yesterday by the Industrial Accident 
board, which administers the compen- 
sation law. 


Briefly 
summarized, 
the 
board's 


recommendations are these: — 


(1) That the waiting period, during 


which an injured workman receives no 


compensation, be reduced from four- 
teen days to ten. 


(2) Payment of compensation from 


the date of the injury, in all 
cases 


when the injured workman is Incapac- 
itated for four weeks or more. 


(S) That the maximum weekly comT 
pensation bo increased from ten dol- 
lars to fourteen. 


(•I) Payment to dependents in fatal 


cases for the full period of 500 weeks. 
so that in cases where there have been 
paymcrtts to the deceased employe, the

WASHINGTON. Jan. S.—The United 


States has sent to Ambassador Page at 
London for presentation to the British 


eign office a iipLe vigorously protest- 


against the British authorities in- 


terfering with and censoring mails 
from the United States to neutral Eu- 
ropean countries. 


The note Is understood to have al- 


ready been delivered, to the British for- 
iegn. office. 


The state department plans to make 


public Us text here later today. 


Numerous complaints have been re- 


ceived from American business men 
and others, that their mails destined 
to points In neutral European countries 
have been opened by the British cen- 
sors. 
Steamships carrying neutral 


mails to and 
from the United Stales 


have been held up by the British war- 
ships and taken to British ports, where 
practically all mails have been removed 
by the British authorities. Tho steam- 
ships then have been allowed to proceed 
and the mails detained and examined 
by the British censors. 
After com- 


plete examination the mails have been 
sent forward to their destination. This 
has resulted In much delay and in some 
instances confiscation of correspond- 
ence.
